THE STUPENDOUSNESS

Of battleships alone there have been built by the various 
nations during the past eight years one hundred and one, at 
a cost of £227,266,600. As a consequence of the craze for 
armament the naval programs of the various nations today 
stand at the maximum. More battleships are now provided 
for than have at any time in the past been provided for, and 
they are bigger ships. The last British battleship launched 
is the largest, 28,000 tons, and she cost two million pounds. 
Five more of the same class are to be built in rapid succession. 
So comununplace has the launching of a battleship become 
that it no longer attracts attention. The activity of Britain 
is being duplicated in Germany and lesser naval powers. 
France, United States, Japan, Italy, Austria, Russia are madly 
participating. 
When one considers that every dollar invested in battle- 


ships is so much actual capital withdrawn from all usefulness, | 
that to man these ships hundreds of thousands of men are | | 


taken from useful toil, that battleship construction represents| 
only a part of the waste in naval expenditure, and that the! 
whole gigantic total represents a burden placed upon the in-| 
dustry of the human race, one is able to gather a glimmering | 
conception of the stupendousness of the naval folly.

of financial depressions, constitutes the most tragically| 
ludicrous situation in the great mello-drama of human affairs. |

There is one phase of Big 
baseball which many fans and ball 
players overlook in their calculations 


of a man's 
strain of the game, and this, I believe, 
{s responsible for the failure of so 
many playing managers. For, in the 
case of a playing manager there 1s 
the strain of plaving the position and 
the added one of trying to manage 
the club and worrying about it when ft 
is Josing, And those who know from 
actual experience tell me that this 
worrying is some strain all by itself. 

Chance and Fred Clarke have been 
the two big successes of recent years 
as playing managers. Stahl was suc- 
cessful for one season when he won 
the world's championship tor the Bos- 
ton Red Sox, and J] believe he would 
have put it over again if they had 
given him time and a chance, but 
they fired him ag soon as the club 
began to gon little bad the next sum- 
mer, It takes a certain delicate com- 
pound to temperament for a man to 
be a success a6 a player and a mana- 
ger at the same time, and even then 
the job is Hable to put a fellow crazy. 
Chance, Stahl, and Clarke all have 
very even dispositions, but it wor on 
every one of them. 

Chance showed it by being forced 
to quit the game actively earlier than 
he probably” would have done if he 
had been only a player throughout his 
career. The great strain of leading 
the Chicago Cubs—a fighting, “crab- 
bing” crewd, andia hard bunch to 
mManage—was enough to give anyone 
a chronic headache. 'The players were
